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Powers May Be Compelled to 
Occupy Macedonia Unless 
the Sultan Yields to 
Demands. 


NAVAL SHOW NOT ENOUGH 


Alarming Rumors in Vienna of a 
Rising in the Balkans to 
Complicate the 
Crisis, 


BULLETIN, — 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
ATHENS, Nov. 24.~The commanders of 
the allied fleet at Piraeas held a further con- 
ference today on board the Austrian cruiser 
St. Georg, as the result of which it is ex- 
pected the fleet will sail today to seize the 
custom houses of the island of Mytilene. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Nov. 25, 3 a. m.—A mandate to 


Austria to march an army into Turkish terri- 


tory and to occupy and hold Macedonia by 
force of arms may be the outcome of the 
quarrel between the sultan and the powers. 

The Standard, commenting on the situa- 
tion, says: 

“Although the diplomatists still express 
the hope that the sultan will yield to the de- 
mands o fthe powers, it is now generally 
recognized that the nava] demonstration is 
incapable of producing the desired effect. 

“If the sultan is obdurate the combined 
squadron cannot seize any port on the main- 
land, Mke Smyrna cr Salonica. Itis certairly 
not strong endugh to force the Dardanelics 
against determined opposition. Beyond seiz- 
ing islands like Mitylene and Lemnos, it can 
only establish a blockade which at best would 
be ineffective, since it is not within the com- 
petence of a blockading fleet to stop vessels 
fiying the flag of any power which is not 
taking part in the demonstration. 

“Tt is recognized, therefore, that if the 
sultan refuses to yield to a show of naval 
force, ft will be meceesary to use stronger 
measures. In that case the powers will, it is 
understcod, give a mandate to Austria to take 
such military steps as will be necessary to 
secure the proposed reforms in Macedonia. 

“If such a necessity should arise, there is 
fo danger of Germany refusing to join in the 
mandate. since it is the policy of Germany 
in the near east to follow the lead of Austria. 

The Constantinople correspondent of the 
Times, referring to the supposed threat of 
a massacre of the Christians, says he does 
not think it likely there will be a massacre 
in Constantinople or anywhere else unless 
the naval demonstration proves the signal 
al a rising in Macedonia, in which case 


“VIENNA, Nov. | ar aienlnepnoene have 
been current here for the last two days to 
the effect that some of the Balkan states, 
particularly Bulgaria, hope to take advan- 
tage of Turkey’s present predicament and to 
start a serious movement against that coun- 
try for the purpose of succoring the peoples 
inhabiting Macedonia. 

Austria had addressed the powers signatory 
to the treaty of Berlin, submitting to them 
the advisability of forwarding to the re- 
spective governments of the Balkan states a 
collective note setting forth that these gov- 
ernments ghould not misinterpret the naval 
demonstration as a good opportunity ito 
harass Turkey. Such a communication, it 
is believed, would have a reassising effect 
upon the sultan, particularly regarding the 
alleged intention of the powers to despoil 
Turkey of the Macedonian vilayets. 

It is foreseen that if the sultan does not 
immediately concede the demands with re- 
gard to Macedonia the powers will be forced 
to carry out their coercive program to its 


final stages. 


SULTAN WON’T OPPOSE FLEET. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. }' 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 24.—It is stated 
that the sultan does not intend to oppose the 
seizure of Mitylene or Lemnos islands by 
the fleéts of the powers. He will let the 
powers hold the islands until they are tired. 

The implied threat of a Christian massacre 
in the sultan’s note rejecting the demands 
of the powers causes uheasiness here. Con- 
sequently the suggestion may be made by 
the embassies that more guardships be sent 
to protect foreigners here. 

Germany's action in withholding a vessel 
of any type from the international fleet con- 
tinues to be criticised by foreigners, who 
hold that even a small gunboat would have 
been sufficient to show the-German flag, and 
would have had more effect on the sultan 
that the German ambassador's alleged re- 
peated advice to the sultan to accept Eu- 
rope’s demands. 


SULTAN’S REPLY A THREAT. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 
CONSTANTINOPLE, via Sofia, Bulgawmia, 
Noy. 24.—The porte’s reply to the demands 
of the powers is not only a categorical re- 
jection of the demands, but contains thinly 
veiled threats that the pressure of Europe 
will possibly excite the Turkish population 

to reprisals on the Christians. 

The note declares that the Ottoman gov- 
ernment loyally introduced the reforms de- 
manded by the Muerzteg program, and says 
that if these did not entirely succeed the 
fault was in the hatred dividing the nation- 
alities in Macedonia, and instigation from 
abroad. 

After agreeing to the prolongation of the 
mandates of the foreign civil agents the note 
concludes: 

“If the powers increase the pressure In 
order to compel the acceptance of the contro! 
scheme the imperial government declines 


all responsibility for the consequences which 
may arise from the discontent among the | 


republic.” 

The latter part of the note, implying the 
possibility of massacres, has created a bad 
impression in diplomatic circles, where it is 
regarded as being a deliberate attempt to 
create artificial public excitement against 
financial reform, with the object of intimi- 
dating Europe. At the same time it fs rec- 
ognized that there is danger of trouble in 
Macedonia, and that the powers ought to 
have forces in readiness to act promptly at 
the first sign of an outbreak.

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WOMEN STORM THE CITY HALL 


W.C. T.0. Members Urge Enforce- 
ment of Sunday Closing Law. 


SWARM INTO MAYOR’S OFFICE 


It Is ** Not Up to Him.” 


Surrounded by a hundred woman, some 
angry &nd others weeping, Mayor Dunne 
Sat in his office yesterday and met their 
demands that saloons be closed on Sunday 
by a repetition of his declaration that it 
is not “ up to him " to enforce the law upon 
that point. They were not satisfied with this 
responso, for they represented the Cook 
county organization of the Women’s Chris- 
lian Temperance union, but they left: the 
city hal! saying that they would “ pray that 
he will change his mind.” 

lt was at the close of a six hour service 
of song and prayer, constituting the pro- 
gram of the annual “ self-denial’ meeting 
held in Willard hall, that almust the entire 
body of temperance advocates descended 
upon the mayor. As they marched through 
the streets wearing the white ribbon of 
their society, some of.them carrying bibles 
in their hands, they attracted comment, but 
as they entered the city hall and every 
elevator was called into service to carry 
them to the second floor, niunicipal opera- 
tions were suspended. 

Is Record Belegation of Women. 

It was the largest delegation of women 
that ever entered the mayor's office on a 
and word was passed that a pink 
tea was “‘on.” Politicians took their feet 
from their. desks and hurried into the cor- 
ridor to look at the crusaders. With Miss 
Emily Hill, the county chairman, at their 
head they swarmed into the rooms of the city 
executive, and entering his private office, they 
crowded six deep close about Mayor Dunne’s 
desk and waited for the opening of hostilities. 

The mayor surveyed the array for a- mo- 
ment, and, catching sight of several men 
who did not carry themselves like members 
ff the temperance society, he accused them 
of being reporters and asked them to step into 
the outer office. 

Then, when the door had been closed, a real 
“scene” occurred, which has been described 
by the women who participated in it. 

**Mr. Mayor,’ said Miss Hill, “we have 
spent the entire day in fasting, prayer, and 
song. We have asked for divine help for 
ourselves, and we have prayed for you. At 
the close of the meeting a resolution was 
passed urging you to enforce the Sunday 
closing law. 1 will read it to you.” 

Weep and Plead with Mayor. 

She read the resclution and everything 
was busineeslike and orderly, until she be- 


‘gan to call upon several women to speak 


for the different branches of the temperance 
work. Then some of them were unable to 
restrain their feelings. Ome or two pleaded 
that he protect the women and children of 
Chicago, but others made angry demands 
that he do his duty, instead of paying his 
entire attention to vote getting. 

“Isn't your official oath, sworn before 
God, of more importance than your pre 
election promises?’’ asked Mrs. W. A. Bru- 
baker, wife of the secretary of {he prohibi- 
ticn county committee, when the mayor

before election that he would not enforce the 
Sunday law. 

“ Aren't we raising up a set of anarchists,” 
demanded Mrs. H. L. Clark, “‘ when a man 
will live up toa promise of that sort, although 
he knows he is refusing to do his duty, ard 
when a candidate will agree to violate the 
law?’ 

“ Why can’t you be a man like Gov. Folk?’ 
inquired Miss Bessie Paimer of the Loyal 
Temperance legion. 

That was Dunne’s first chance to get into 
the game with any degree of safety and he 
took it. 

“ Have you presented this matter to the 
state authorities?’’ he asked. 

“ Yes, 4 month ago,” answered Mrs. Hill. 

“ Well, what did they say?’ 

“They referred us to the local authori- 
ties.”’ 

And the lawyer part of Mayor Dunne 
answered: 

“ Gov. Folk didn't de that, did he?’’ and he

considered that he had spoken well, for he 
closed the conference and resumed his work 
at the desk. The women filed out, still tear- 
ful or angry, but some of them wore an “I 
told you so air.” 

“It’s no more and noless than I expected,” 
said Mrs. Ellen D. Megow, who represented 
the Catholic women of*the Eleventh ward.

stated to the ministers who called upon 
him.”’ 

Mayor Expected the Delegation. 


After their departure, the mayor said that 
he had been expecting the interview, as he 
had been told of it two weeks ago, but tha: 
he was looking for a committee, not a regi- 
ment. The revised code of ordinances was 
dug up and the regular oath of office was 
found, and it- waa pointed out that he swore 
to this and to this only: 

“JT will support the oconstution of the 
United States and the constitution of the 
state of Illinois, and that I will faithfully 
discharge the duties of my office.”’ 

And the valiant attempt of the temperance 
advocates went into history. 


Climax of Several Attacks. 


The action of the meeting came asaclimax 
of: several attacks, whith had been made 
against the mayor by several speakers, 
among whom were Bishop W. F. McDowell, 
the Rev. E. C. Kindred, and the Rev. D. C, 
Milner. Dr. W. A. Bartlett of the First Con- 
gregational church, who reopened the Sun- 
day closing campaign some weeks ago by de- 
claring that the mayor is liable to indictment, 
read a parable describing the saloon situation 
in Chicago and suggesting a remedy. It is 
from the eighteenth chapter of Luke and 
reads: 

‘“‘There was in a city a judge who feared 
not God and regarded not man. And there 
was a widow in the city and she came unto 
him saying: ‘Avenge me of mine adver- 
saries.’ And he would not for a while, but 
afterward he said within himself: ‘ Though 
I fear not God and regard not man, yet, be- 


cause this widow troubleth me, I will avenge | 


her, lest by her continual coming she weary 


me. 
“T think we have the woman,” said the 


minister, ‘‘and it is not an extremely diffi- 
cult matter to find the judge.” 


Follow Parable of Pastor.

THE CITY TO FIX 
Is DENIED. 


AUTHORITY | 
PRI 


Allegation Is Made That Bill Passed 
by Laet Legislature Giving Munici- 
pality This Power Is Void and Un- 
constitational—Chairman Young of 
Council Committee Unwilling to 
Admit That Prof. Bemis Is an Ex- 
pert on Illumination. 


The right of the city to fix the price of gas 
ie attacked in the answer of the People's 
Gas company in the.“‘ Mills” suit filed yester- 
day im the federal court. The answer ée- 
clares that the act of the last legislature pur- 
porting to give the city this right is uncone- 
stitutional. 

Mr. Mills sued as a stockholder of the Peo- 
ple’s company and secured a temporary in- 
junction to restrain the city from enforcing 
the 75 cent ordinance of 1900. He made both 
the gas company and the city defendants. 
The city defended the suit on the ground it 
wae collusive, and, losing in the United 
States Circuit court, is now taking testimuny 
for an appeal. 

The company’s answer sets out that before 
the ordinance of 1900 was passed the city had 
no authority to fix the price of gas, that the 
bill passed at the last seesion of the legisia- 
ture purporting to give such authority ie 
void because it embraces more than one sttb- 
ject. and when it was submitted to the elec- 
tors for adoption the electors were required 
to vote upon two propositions without having 
the right and privilege to vote upon either 


separately. 

The act purporte to grant the city power 
and authority to sell surplus clectricity and to 
fix rates and charges on gas. The referer- 
dum clause required a vote of yes or no. 


Opposed to Bemis as an Expert. 

The council committee on gas intends to 
seek information from experts as to what 
would be a “ reasonable price ’ for gas in 
Chicago. Mayor Dunne suggested as one of 
the experts Prof. Bemis of Cleveland, who 
was a teacher in the Chicago university be- 
fore engaging with Mayor Tom Johnson of 
the Ohio city, but Chairman Young of the 
committee hardly thinks he will do. 

‘* Prof. Bemis may heve a fair theoretical 
knowledge of the cost of producing gas, but 
he has no practical information,”’ said Ald. 
Young. ‘‘ What we want is somebody who 
has made gas and who can talk about mat- 
ters with which he is acquainted.” 


Ashton Needs Legal Aid. 


The mayor announced that legal aid would 
be provided for Henry M. Ashton, now em- 
ployed as the special counsel for the city in 
gas litigation. In the debate before the gas 
committee Thursday between Mr. Ashton 
and James F. Meagher for the gas company 
Mr. Ashton did not come out with flying 
colors. 

“When the present case comes to trial,’’ 
the mayor said, “I think Mr. Ashton wil) 
have to have some assistance. I have asked 
the corporation counsel to give me a report 
on all cases pending.”’

ANSWER BY GAS COMPANY 


SAYS FILES WERE TAKEN. 


RICARD 0’S. BURKE DECLARES 
WORK WAS HAMPERED. 


Testifies Before Civil Service Com- 
missioners That Records and Data 
of the City Harbor Engineer’s Of. 
fice Disappeared During His Four 
Years’ Absence from That Position, 
and for That Reason He Was Unas 
ble to Carry on Business Properly. 


Col. Ricard O'Sullivan Burke, harbor en- 
gineer, told the civil service commissioners 
yesterday that the main reason he had not 
been. the guardian of the people's interests 
that he should have been was that valuable 
filles belongifig to his office had disappeared 
during his four years’ absence from that 
berth. 

“Dock permits, dock surveys, and other 
valuable data accumulated from 1895 to 1899 
and filed in the vaults of the city engineer 
have completely disappeared,” he said. “I 
cannot tell you how greatly hampered I have 
been on that account."’ 

That statement came as a surprise to the 
commissioners, who promptly ordered Attor- 
ney Frank X. Busch to investigate. Then 
they asked for further particulars. 


Disappeared During His Absence. 

“ Well, as you know, I was transferred to 
another department from "92 to "D4,’’ the 
colonel continued.‘ “ In’ 1895 I returned and 
staid there until 1899, when I again’stepped 
out for two years. On my returf in 1901 I 
started out to tabulate all the data in my 
office. I got out all the old surveys! could 
find and blew the dust off hundreds of blue- 
prints. I, intended to compile a permanent 
record, which would be known as a‘ Sum- 
mary of Ancient Conditions.’ But I was soon 
blocked by the discovery that practically 
all the data and field work which my office 
had filed away with the city engineer had 
been destroyed.”’

Commissioner Whalen Tells Englewood 
Woman’s Club of Work Done by the 
Department in Thirty Years. 


“ Chicago is, and has been for years, the 
most healthful city in the world. The death 
rate here is lower than that of any other 
city of considerable size in the United States, 
and the cost per capita of maintaining the 
health department is lower than that of any 
other city in the country.”’

“Comparisons of the figures of the health 
department of today and those of ten years 
ago show that the department is actually 
saving something like 11,968 lives a year.

SAVES FISHERMAN FROM GALE. 


Life Boat Reaches Wright Harris After 
He Is Exhausted—Downtown 
District in Confusion. 


After fighting in vain against the wind and 
Waves in a small rowboat on Lake Michigan 
for over six hours yesterday afternoon. 
Wright Harris, 28 years old, 7711 Cottage 
Grove avenue, was rescued by the South 
Chicago life savers a mile and a half out 
from Séventy-ninth street. 

Harris had started on his perilous trip at $ 
o'clock in the morning and had hoped to raise 
his fishing nets before the storm reached its 
height. At noon the wind had blown him so 
far out that he was unable te reach shore. 
He used his oars in a futile endeavor to battle 
against the waves, and then lowered his 
anchor and waved his cap as a signal of 
distress, rt , 

Mrs. W. 1. Cooley, 7951 Bond avenue, noti- 
fied the life savers of Harris’ preGicament. 
They reached him after a severe tussie 
against the waves. Harris was exhausted 
by his efforts to save himself. He was taken 
to the station at Ninety-first street. 

The high wind decreased in velecity short- 
ly after 6 o'clock last night. The life savers 
at the government station sai@'that no boats 
were in distress within this district of the 
lake, and predicted that the storm would end 
before morning. 


Plays Havoc with Pedestrians. 
Pedestrians in the downtown. districts of 
the city suffered the most inconvenience as 
a result of the high wind. The worst difficul- 
ties for shoppers were encountered at the 
Masonic temple corner, where the wind 


whirled through the streets at a high rate of | 


speed. Several policemen were detailed to 
the corner to prevent possible accidents. 
Children were carried along against their 
will, and there was confusion in the streets 
before the wind began to abate. The police 
assisted many persons to gain a place of 
safety.

‘Dragnet” Arrests Cease. 


The confidence of the poiwce officials in the 


identity of the slayer caused a cessation 
yesterday of the “dragnet” arrests that 
had filled the cells in various stations. De- 
spite the offer of a reward of $1,000 by the 
offictals' of the Union Traction company for 
the apprehension of thea murderer of Miss 
Reese, fewer arrests were made than on 
any day since the murder.

Peddler Held as Suspect. 

Joseph Bolland, 1182 Vest Taylor street, 
a canvasser for household articles, was ar- 
rested at Halsted and Wolfram street in 
tne morning by Detectives Blaul and Bar- 
nett.

Evidently the mother had been killed while 
preparing a meal, probably dinner, for when 
the bodies were found food was on the stove 
cooking. She had been killed by blows of a 
hammer, and her skull was crushed. Then 
she had been hacked with a knife. 


Called In One at Time. 

After her murder the children evidently 
had been called in one by one and murdered 
in a similar manner, for all wore clothing 
that indicated that they had been at work on 
the farm just before death. 

The babe, not 3 years old, when found still 
wore hood and mittens, and nad im its hand 
a piece of buttered bread. One blow of the 
hammer had sufficed for it, and then the 
murderer laid fit in its mother’s arms. 

The only evidence of a struggle was found 
in injuries sustained by the 16 
daughter. Her hands were badly lacerated 
where she apparently had clutched at the 
knife. 

The murder was discovered by a milkman 
named Saunders, who called at .ue house to 
get milk.

Pittsburg, Pa.. Nov. 24.—The American 
Federation of Labor’s committee on resolu- 
tions today reported a resolution restrict- 
ing immigration to the United States and its 
possessions. The resolution showed that 
more than a million immigrants landed tn this 
coyntry last year and were now filling 
charitable institutions and hospitals. It al- 
leged the present immigration laws were in- 
adequate and demanded from congress the 
enactment of suitable laws restricting un- 
cpsirable persons from this country. It was 
charged that Chinese are continually being 
brought into this country from British 
Columbia.

ZEMSTVO CONGRESS DIVIDED. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 25.—A sharp division of 
sentiment on the question éf Polish auton- 
émy cropped out at yesterday's session of 
the semstvo congress, which was devoted 
to the consideration of the Polish problem 
More than fifty speakers demanded to be 
heard on the question, and while the ma- 
jority of them sympathized with the re- 
quest of the: Poles for the abrogation of 
martial law, many were opposed to auton- 
omy, looking upon it as the first step toward 
the breaking up of the empire. 

The executive committee took into ar- 
count this sentiment In drafting a proposed 
resolution which, while declaring that the 
congress indorsed the decision ef the Sep- 
tember congress. with regard to the auton- 
omy of Poland, held that the question shoul41 
be turned over to the first douma for settle- 
ment. The friends of Poland on the floor 
were Gissatisfieu with the resolution in this 
form, saying they asked for an out and out 
and unqualified declaration in favor of au- 
tonomy, but the compromise probably will 
be acceptable to the majority. The session 
adjourned after midnight with the debate un- 
finished. 

Needed Reforms Defined. 

The resolution in support of the govern- 
ment, a# completed, contains the following 
additions to the measures which the congress 
G@éemne necessary to be adopted before the 
assembling of the national assembly: 

The abolition of all exceptional laws, martial 
law, the state of siege, etc., and also the special 
laws in regard to nationalities. 

Wholesale changes in the personnel of the ad- 
ministrative and police departments, placing the 
police under the authority of zemstvos and muynici- 
palities. 

Permission for the organization of committees 
for local self-protection. 

That complete amnesty be extended to include 
political and religious crimes since the publication 
of the reform manifesto. 

The peasants’ congress yesterday adopted 

an extremely radical program, deman¢ing a 
constituemt assembly elected by direct uni- 
versal suffrage without regard to sex, nation- 
ality, or religion, and favoring the organiza- 
tion of the Universal Peasants’ league to sus- 
tain a strike unless the demands of the peas- 
ants are satisfied, and in the meantime not 
to buy land from the landowners, and should 
_a@ strike be necessary to refuse to pay taxes 
or respond to calis for recruits or reservists.

Dr. E.*G. Hirsch Speaks, Declaring 
His People American Citizens with 
Title Made Clear by Centuries of 


Residence and by Citisenship Ever- 


Since Founding of the Republic— 
Patriotism Proved by Service in 
Army During War of the Rebellion, 


The two hundred an@ fiftieth anniversary 
of the first landing of Jews in America was 
eelebrated at. Isaiah temple, Forty-fourth 
street, and St. Lawrence avenue, last night. 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch gave an address in which 
he declared that the Jews of the United 
States are American citizens, with clear 
tithes running back to the time when the first 
colonist of the race put foot on American 
soll at New Amsterdam. 

“Is the Jew a foreigner?’ asked Dr. 
Hirsch in beginning his address He an- 
swered the question with an emphatic no 

“I want to tell you,’’ he continued, “ that 
the Jew is an American citizen, with a title 
that has been made clear by 250 years of - 
Gence and by citizenship in this republic 
ever since it was founded. 

“The Jew often has been spoken of as a 
trader. Why not? It is a recognized fact 
that trade and commerce here as elsewhere 
have made possible the better things of life. 
The Jew cam call every American city his 
Palestine. Judaism and fundamental Amer 
icanism are one. 

* Never is Jewdom made use of in politics 
except in rare and foolish cases. There has 
not been in America, in all history, a Jewish 
vote so-called? As for the Jewish patriot- 
ism for America, we can mention the name of 
Col. Spiegel, a Jew who rests im a Chicago 
cemetery, a patriot proven in the war of the 
rebellion.”’

ACCUSES ADMIRAL 
IN “MIDDY” TRIAL. 
Judge Advocate Challenges a 


Member of Court Martial 
After Testimony Is In. 


AUTOPSY TO BE HELD. 


Doubt. Raised as to Cause of 
Death-of Midshipman 
Branch. 


Annapolis, Md., Nov. 24.—One of the most 
remarkable incidents in the history of naval 
court martials in this coufitry marked to- 
day's session of the court which is trying 
Midshfpmian Minor Meriwether Jr. in con- 
nection with the fight between himself and 
Midshipman James R. Braneh. Rear Ad- 
miral Alexander H. McCormick, next in 
point of rank of the members of the court to 
Admiral Ramsay, its president, was chal- 
lenged by Judge Advocate Marix after the 
whole testimony for the prosecution had been 
submitted, a proceeding which the judge ad- 
vocate said had never been taken by him in 
all his years’ of previous experience and 
of which he had never heard. 

The grounds for the challenge appeared 
after the beginning:of the trial, and were, 
first, that Rear Admiral McCormick had con~ 
sulted with a high medical authority (Medical 
Director Thomas C. Walton, U. 8. N., re- 
tired), in relation to the case. Second, that 
he had by his repeated and continued cross 


@Xamination of the prosecution’s witnesses 
Practically taken the place of the counsel for 


the accused, and third, that he had evinced 
the possdssion of a theory in the case which 
was so rooted that it would be impossible 


1 to move it by the evidence. 


After Judge Advocate Marix had stated 
these grounds, Lieut. Commander Robison 
jumped to his feet and addressed the judge 
advocate in spitited words: 

“Capt. Marix,”’ he said, “I am a young 
man. You wear more stripes on your arms 
— I can hope to do for many years.

At this point Capt. Wainwright suggested 
that counsel address the court, and the ex- 
citing personal colloquy was averted. 


Admiral Explains Motive. 


Rear Admiral McCormick, in explaining 
his position, said: 

‘*I should be deeply mortified if I thought I 
had done anything contrary to the oath I 
took when I became a member of this court, 


but of course if I am relieved of further duty 


I shall simply feel that a weight has been re- 
maved from. my shculders. I have had a con- 
Versation with Medical inspectet Thomas C, 
Walton, and I asked him what other causes 
might have brought about ‘a person's death 
and practically the same symptoms have 
been exhibited as those due to external blows. 
I did this in order that I might ask such ques- 
tions of witnesses brought before the court 
as would affirm or negative the possibility of 
Branch’s death having occurred in the man- 
ner charged. I am fully aware that In the 
end I must reach my conclusions upon the 
testimony of the witnesses before this court, 
and in that manner only.” 

The court was then cleared, and upon Its 
being reopened Admiral Ramsay announced 
that the challenge against Admiral McCor- 
mick had not been sustained. 


Autopsy Is Ordered. 

Only second in point of interest to the 
challenge entered againet Admiral McCor- 
mick was the court’s determination to re- 
quest the secretary of the navy to order 
that the body of the late Midshipman Branch 
be exhumed and an autopsy held. 

The prosecution closed its caso this morn- 

ing with the testimony of Surgeon A. M. 
McCormick, and it was of this witness that 
Admiral McCormick asked the questions 
forming the basis for one of the grounds of 
the challenge by the judge advocate, 
. Surgeon McCormick had testified that an 
autopsy might have developed a cause of 
death existing prior to the fight, and that 
it might have indicated more clearly the 
definite cause of death. 

Cross examined by Rear Admiral McCor- 
mick, Surgeon McCormick admitted that 
excitement and overexertion might have 
contributed to the condition of Branch’s be- 
ing, but only in a secondary way. 


Surgeon Is Positive. 

Dr. E. P. Stone was recalled and testified 
from the academy records as to a physica) 
examination of Branch about eight months 
prior to his death. This examination, he 
said, included the heart, and no disease of 
that organ was discerned. 

Rear Admira! McCormick asked if the heart 
examination of a midshipman was thorough. 
The witness answered that it was. 

“Then,” said Admirg! McCormick, “if I 
showed you the record where a young man 
passed that examination and two weeks after 
died from embolism of the brain due to nega- 
tion of the heart being carried there, would 
you change your answer?’ 

“I would not,”’ said Dr. Stone.

who entered the academy, having passed his 
physical examination, on July 15, 1908. He 
gk immediately was confined to his bed 
the hospital, and’ on July 26 died.

For the 
greater part of the journey the Yale man, who is 
a gritty individual, showed the way, entering the 
athletic field for the finish. Hail showed he had 
some power in reserve, for he drew away from 
Magoffin and took the water jump without raising 
a spatter, He won by about forty yards. The 
winner's time was 32 minutes 58 seconds, or one 
second behind the record for the course.

Wall street has awakened from a sleep of 
indifference to a sort of nightmare of ignor- 
ant fear. During this latter period an at- 
tack may likely be: made upon railroad se- 
curities and the slump in Union Pacific and 
Rock Island is sufficient indication of this. 
But in the end railroad stocks and bonds will 
almost certainly be in demand by the invest- 
ing public, and on that account the flurry 
which may develop upon actuel receipt of the 
president’s message will, I am told, cer- 
tainly be short lived and ‘Beghadly will be 
unimportant. 

There is every reason to believe there will 
be tight money early next month. Bankers 
and trust officers are preparing for such a 
contingency. They expect the bank state- 
ment tomorrow will be slightly favorable. 
The loan account has been increased, but the 
banks have gained on the subtreasury. As 
nearly as can be told, New York banks have 
been gainers to the extent of about three | 
millions of money during the week on the 
mbdvement of currency.. No one can say yet 
whether the loan account has not been in- 
creased far beyond the gain in cash, so that | 
there may be, after all, another deficit. Even | 
if the bank statement is favorable, as seems 
likely, this condition of affairs scarcely can 
be permanent.

MINNESOTA HOT ON TRAIL 
OF BIG ELEVATOR COMBINE. 


Two Companies Which Sought to Drive 
Farmers’ Association Out of Business 
Sued Under Anti-Trust Law. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 24.—Attorney Gen- 

eral Young of Minnesota today had papers 
_ served on the Atlantic Klevator company 

of Minneapolis and the Osborne-McMillan 
Elevator company of Wisconsin, showing 
that a suit had been begun against them in 
Lowry, Minn., today. This is the first under 
the anti-trust law of 18909. The defendants 
are charged with exercising unlawful re- 
straint of trade in that-they resorted to co- 
ercive methods to destroy the Farmers’ Ele- 
vator association of Lowry and injure the 
merchants of the village who had given 
the rival concern support. 

In explaining the suit the attorney gen- 
eral said that the elevator companies men- 
tioned had driven. business to other towns 
by forcing down the price of wheat. To 
remedy this condition the residents of Lowry 
started an independent elevator this fall. 

To retaliate the defendants started a gen- 
eral store, where all goods were sold at cost.

It never occurred to them to 
open ‘a shop for the sale of protection. 


- Regret is often expressed at the reluctance 


of business men to take a leading part in 
politics. That regret will not be so profound 
if the business men who go into politics are 
to take with them the business methods and 
the low standards of morals of the men who 
have of recent years been leaders of the 


New York republican state organization. 


The business man who becomes a politician | 
and a boss cannot always divest himself of 
his mercantile instincts, but begins trading 
in legislation. He acquiesces in the election 
of blackmailers to the legislature and then 


insures against their rapacity, for a Meavy 


premium, the corporations that ask merely 


to be let alone. 

The need of the hour is not the business 
man in politics, but the honest man in poli- 
tics. That man, when the leader of a party, 


will not resort to the sale of privileges or 


protection to fillits campaign fund. Of late 
years party bosses in many states and cities 
have improved on the crude methods of the 
Italian “ black hand ” organizations and ex- 
tort money in a more scientific and less vio- 
lent manner. The tithe has come for the 
honest rank ‘and file to put honest men in 
the places of those who have betrayed and 
shamed them. Banish the “ easy boss ” and 
install the honest leader.

FOR SAFE DRAIN PIPES. 

There ig no glamour attaching to a house 
drain. It has no inherent attractions. Peo- 
ple avoid it unless constrained to give it at- 
tention by some disastrous consequences of 
neglect or by sanitary authority. Yet it is 
the: most vital factor in the present day 
urban abode. It is not of equal importance 
with, but of superior importance to, all other 
physical features of the home. These have 
to do with comfort and convenience, while it 
has to do with life and death.. No plea for 
Jaxness or mere cheapness respecting this 
subject should therefore be given weight. 

On Monday night the counci! isto take up 
ae a special order the report of the judiciary 
committee recommending, first, that here- 
after new tile drains be subjected to a water 
test of eight feet head; and second, that the 
inspection of these drains be in the hands of 
the sanitary bureau of the board of health. 
Both these recommendations bespeak bet- 
ter house drainage for Chicago. 

Most house drains in the city today con- 
sist of tile pipe, laid without any proper 
tests. Few, if any, of these drains would 
have stood, when laid, the proposed water 
test. If tile pipe is to meet it, it will have 
to be built better than hag been the practice. 
The practical result of the test will also be 
to cause iron pipe to be used much more 
than it has been for house drains. Hence 
the tile pipe interests are opposing the test. 

Sanitarians, however, are practically 
unanimous in the opinion that iron pipe 
should be positively required generally. 
They object to tile pipe on account of its 
liability to bad joints, to defects in the sec- 
tions, to cracking from the settling of walls 
or from casual knocks, and to being broken 
into and left leaking by fraudulent or ignor- 
ant meddilers. Iron pipe costs more, but the 
excess is alleged to be not more than $15 
extra for a workman’s cottage, and, with the 
exception of certain cases where the waste 
is of a peculiar chemical character, iron is 
claimed to be the only safe material to be 
used. If, therefore, the proposed test does 
make for the use of iron rather than tile 
piping, the result will be to bring Chicago up 
toward the prevailing practice among lead- 


ing American cities on this subject. ' 


As to the inspection of tile drains, this has 
‘usually been carried on by the sewer depart- 
‘ment, while iron drains have been inspected 
‘by the sanitary bureau. It has been ad- 
svyised, however, that the sanitary bureau

But he will not get it with 
so much ease if he goes to Washington as if 
he retains persona! control of the state gov- 
ernment. If he were to surrender it his 
successor might not be eager to carry out 
La Follette’s ideas, He might have reform 
theories of his own which he — de- 
served the preference. 

A new senator, unless he fs a man of 
phenomenal ability, spends his first year or 
two on the rear of the stage.

Probably he 
could keep himself more prominently before 
the public and accomplish more for his state, 
and perhaps for himself, by staying where

Lord Downshire’s foolishness is inherited 
from his father. The latter was an addle 
pated spendthrift, who allowed himself to be 
most grossly robbed right and left, who con- 
stantly backed bille for men he had never 
spoken to, and who made the fortunes of two 
well known London money lenders. His pre- 
mature death was brought about by an ex- 
traordinary accident. He had asked his 
friend, *‘ Rosy"’ Rossmore, brother and prede- 
eessor of the present Lord Rossmore, to ride 
a certain horae of his at the Windsor steeple- 
chase. Lord Rossmore demurred at first, 
knowing the horse was a rogue, but finally 
yielded. Shortly after the arrangement had 
been completed Lord Downshire fell danger- 
ously 1] and while still In peril the Windsor 
races came off and Rosemore, riding Down- 
shire’s horse,was thrown and killed. News of 
this fatality, for which he was in a measure 
responsible, was kept from Lord Downshire 
until he had entered upon his convalescence, 
when the matter was communicated to him in 
an abrupt and brutal fashion, with the result 
that he had a relapse and quickly followed his 
friend to the grave. He left his enormous 
estates in the most frightfully embarrassed 
and chaotic condition. Fortunately his only 
child and heir, the present marquis, was but 3 
years old at the time, and during the long 
minority which ensued the late marquis’ 
brother, Lord Arthur Hill, had, as guardian, 
plenty of time not only to restore order but 
likewise to amass a handsome sum of ready 
money, which was at the disposal of his 
nephew when he came of age.

When Lord Downshire was 22 years of age 
he married the lovely Katherine Hare, one 
of the reigning beauties of the day. Unfortu- 
nately their tastes did not lie in the same 
direction. For whereas she is devoted to 
sport and to society he is inclined to be a 
dreamer, is interested in flowers and music, 
while among his hobbies ts engineering, and 
on his country place in England has a mini- 
ature railway with a mile and a half of track 
on which he drives a miniature engine, which 
cost in the neighborhood of $10,000. Still he 
was deeply in love with his beautiful wife, 
and it is possible that a crisis in their matri- 
monial affairs might have been averted had 
it not been for an exceedingly discreditable 
intrigue on the part of mischief making 
friends, who stirred up trouble and who ex- 
cited Lady Downshire’s jealousy against her 
husband and his jealousy against her. Wliti- 
mately proceedings for divorce ensued which 
were followed by the marchioness marrying 
the co-respondent tn the case, Capt. Leycock, 
former owner of the big Walhalla steam 
yacht, on which he attended here the Val- 
kyrie’s races for the America cup. Capt. 
Leycock is enormously rich, won the dis- 
tinguished service order by his gallantry in 
the Boer war, and narrowly escaped with his 
life last summer in an automobile accident 
with his present wife, the ex-marchioness of 
Downshire, who herself sustained such seri- 
ous injuries that one of her legs had to be 
amputated. 

The most notable member of Lord Down- 
shire’s family is Lord Arthur Hill, who was 
for so many years controller of the house- 
hold of Queen Victoria and one of her par- 
ticular favorites. Lady Arthur HiIl is almost 
as well known as her husband and is the com- 
poser of many pretty and popular songs, 
among them that entitled ‘In the Gloam- 
ing." She was formerly the paid companion 
of his mother, and he encountered no end of 
opposition to his marriage on the part of his 
family, Queen Victoria, however, fav oring 
the match, the romance of which appealed to 
her, Their son is well known in New York, 
where he has spent a couple of winters.

The new Lord Cathcart, who has just suc- 
ceeded to his father’s honors, is, like most of 
his predeceesors in the title, a soldier by pro- 
fession, and has served in the carbineers as 
well as in the Scots guards, becoming as Lord 
Greenock a well known and popular member 
of the London great world. Cathcart castle, 
the ancestral home of the family in Renfrew- 
ehire, is little better than a ruin, and the prin- 
cipal country seat of the Earle Cathcart now 
is in Yorkshire, at Throntonile street. It is 
the tenth Lord Cathcart who was for so 
many years British ambassador to the court 
of Russia, and it was he who conceived the 
idea of setting on fire the city of Moscow 
rather than allowing it to become a winter 
shelter for Napoleon’s army in 1812. He 
married a daughter of Andrew Elliot, gov- 
ernor of New York, and it wag his son and 
successor, the grandfather of the new Lord 
Cathcart, who was at one period governor 
general and commander in chief of the Brit- 
ish possessions in North America. The Carh- 
carts are one of the oldest families itn Scot~- 
land, and can show an unbroken line of de- 
scent in the male line from Sir Alan Cathcart, 
whose doughty deeds at the battle of Louden 
hill In 1807 are recorded by the poet Barbour 
in his poem entitled ‘“‘The Bruce.” The 
Bcotch barony of Cathcart dates from 1460. 
when it was conferred upon another Sir Alan 
Cathcart in recognition of his services as 


‘warden of the West Marches. 


King George of Greece, who has been stay- 
ing at Windsor, must have fourdall the pomp 
and state of the court there different from 
the democracy of his surroundings at Athens. 
At Windeor few if any of the men, no matter 
whether mobles or commoners, ventured to 
address him without baring their heads. Put 
in the Greek metropolis his subjects do not 
dream of doffing their hats to him, each 
Greek considering himself as one of a nation 
of kings, and not merely the equal of George 
but even his superior, since he has the mie- 
fortune of being a foreigner. They never 
lose am opportunity of making him fee! that 
they hold his children in far higher regaré 
than himegelf, since his sons and daughters 
have all had the advantage of being born on 
Greek soil and of having been brought up as 
members of the orthodox Greek church. 
whereas he ts merely a Lutheran. 

Two days every week the garden around 
his palace at Athens is thrown open to the 
public, and unless he or some member of 
the royal family is found walking there, 
his subjects loudly complain that they are 
not receiving a proper return for the money 
which they contribute toward hie civil list. 
Ané even if they do meet him they make him 
feel in no unmistakable fashion that they 
are every bit. as much entitled to the palace 
gardens as he is himeself—more so, in fact, 
since it is they who are the paymasters.

In the evening “ Fedora” was played for 
the first time this engagement, and once 
more the student of Mme, Bernhardt’s per- 
formance had reason to marvel at the ex- 
ceptional ensemble, the beauty of the pro- 
duction, and the remarkable smoothness of 
movement which distinguished all that she 
thus far has offered. Every character was 
in competent hands, even the servants being 
played with as much attention to detail and 
to naturalness and truth as was Mme. Bern- 
hardt’s Fedora itself. The result was a 
presentment of the Sardou play which was 
all that the most exacting and most critical 
patron of the theater could desire. Mme. 
Bernhardt herself showed no signs of weart- 
ness, and indifference to the work in hand 
seems not to exist for her. She was Fedora 
every moment she was on the stage from the 
time she made her first hasty entrance in 
the opening act until her quiet death scene 
as the final curtain fell. It mattered not 
whether she was speaking, or listening, or 
sitting by while others held the interest of 
the onlooker, she always was acting, always 
in the character. Nothing was overdone, 
nothing was left unfinished or Incomplete, 
All the subtleties, the swift elusive fine- 
nesses of her marvelous art were brought 
to bear on the portrayal of the Russian prin- 
cess, and an impersonation virtually ideal, 
virtually faultless in its every essential and 
its every detail, was the resuit.

As to his photographic pictures of wild ani- 
mals not much can be said. Of about 120 
pictures in the book 28 either do not show 
animals at all or show them dead. Im the 
case of the others the photographic work is 
extremely poor—much poorer than most pic- 
tures of action shown in a daily newspaper. 
Some of them represent the animals at such 
a distance that they cannot be distinguished 
from the landscape. If he had been accom- 
panied by some such American photographer 
as Dugdale or Wallinan the results would 
have been far different. 

There has been an attempt to rétouch some 
of the plates, with disastrous results. Yet 
Mr, Schillings is so proud of these pictures 
that he devotes a whole preface to them. 
The book would have been better without 
most of them. 

But it ls remarkable of course that he suc- 
ceeded as he did in getting flashlight pic- 
tures of lions and other animass stalking their 
prey.
